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The Soviet airfield at Debaltsevo (48021°H, 38°24°8) is 2 km long and 1 km 
wide, with a concrete lending strip 1100 x 500 yards. The field, which is 
puerded by MVD troops, was built by Italian PWa. Construction material was 
delivered from the Western Ukraine, presumably Zdelbunov. 


Facilities include four underground fuel tanks of unknown capacity installed 
on the eastern edge of the landing strip and three hangars. each approximately 


90 yards long and 45 yards wide. The hangars are of stone or concrete with 
red iron roofs. 


Compulsory laborers at the field allege that 1¢ is used "for training and 
security" (uchebno=storozhevei). Both Soviet and German mechanics are 
employed. All of them, with other airfiele versonnel, are billeted in 
Gorlovka. The MVD battalion in charge of the field is quartered ina 
barracks in Gorlovka. 
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
